atter due protest to allow the bill, indorsed by thé
voice of the conntry, to pass, The House of Poors
hnd great power for good, but there ls one thing it
does not possces. It hus not the power to thwart
the national will. 1t was sald the method of cone
ducting the bill in the Houso of Commons was of=
fensive, and the Lords had been advised to be cons
cilintory in thelr present declaration. He well
knew the yalng of conciligtion, but thers was np
nocessity for it here, Ha wouldl afsure the Lords
that though the Liberal party adhered to the policy
of the bill, they wounld gratefully welcome anf
earcfully congider any alteration of detall proposetl
by their lordships. More than this he could not
BRY.

Earl Harrowhy moved that the second reading of
the Lill be postponed three months, He opposed
the bill as revolutionary and in violntion of the coro-
nat'on oath andof the act of the unlon, The eir-
cumstances weore insufficiont to justify its introdue-
tion, and tho resalt would be to diminish the nwmber
of Irigh Protestants, It was no aet ol justice. He
repudinted tho kdea that its rejoction would be run~
ning connter to the nationunl will. The sense of the
eountry had not been tested on the point. He bé-
Heved the country wns now enrnestly looking to
and expecting the IMouse of Lords to reject the bill.
Loid Clarendon sald he did not reciprooate the
feeling of Karl Harrowby as to the result of the
bill,  Sihnnlar forebodings wera expressod (o regard
to reform and froo teade moensures. He belleved
the sentiment of the country hnd boén fully testod
on the topie. It had beon dixcussod Tor the past
yeur and s hnlf, and wab g0 thoroughly exhnustad
wnd understood that he wak unable to say anything
new on it. Asa Protestant Le sympathized with
his Catholle féllow-countrymen fn Ireland in the
wronglul position In which they were placed. He
never felt it stronger than whon he saw crowds
kneoling outslde » hovel, with a handsome parish
church closs by nnattended. He belleved Ireland
wus the question of the bour. Her condition had
bewlldered government after government, The
univeral sesentof the country, und the lmpossibility
thiat suoh n state of things should continue, im-
pored on Mr, Gladstone the duty of settling the
Irieh Church grievance.

Duke Rutland opposed the bill because it over-
threw the rights of property, violuted the religion
of & majority of the people of the United Kingdom,
and destroyed the union of Church and State. Ho
denfed thut the Irlsh Church was a badge of con-
quest, and afirmed that & voluntary systom wounld
never answer.

Stratford de Redeliffe objected to many detalls of
the bill, but warned the House not to sacriflice the
sulstance for the shadow, He believed the passage
of the bill as it vow stood would result inirropar-
wble injury to the Church, and would not improve
the condition of Ivelpnd, The relative position of
the two Houses of Parllament, however, demaniad
the second reading, after which the upper House
conlil amend the objeetionnbile features.

Lord Romlilly regarded the Ideéa that the bill
would prove the destruction of Protestantism as a
myth, It would only deprive the Crown of the
nomination of some bishops, abollsh ecclesinstienl
courte and remove spacific endowments. It would
not Ixterfere with the doctrine or diselpline, He
warned the House agalnst opposing the national
will, and reminded them that the severest blow
they had recelved was in the rejection of the Re-
form BIE and the finnl compulsion they were under
to pnss it,

The Arehblshop of Canterbury sald the banch

congidered the wisest and best. On the decision of
the House of Lords depended the issues affécting
the Churches of Irelund and Eugland, as well ws
the doetrines of the emplre. He would not agres
with a blind aceeptation or rejection, nnd he was
plid to hear that amendments wonld recelve cons
sideration. The curse of Eogland was perpotunl
religlons and political agitition, He was not Je-
plrous of supporting either.  He belleved that those
who urged its rejection really desired to see this
House powerless, Ho wine attached to the Irish
Churehi. He believed that 4 blow lnjuring it would
injure the English Churele  He therefore desived
to give n ealm und serfous considerntion to the bill,
£ 10 nmend and mnke It & good mensure, The
enrnest endesvor of the Honse off Poors; contalning
the heads of Clnreh and law and the landed in-
terest of the realm, wonld be of more nvall than
any agitation weolings st Mutchester or in Lre-
land,

Earl Cacrnnrvon was unable to nnderstiund how
Protestnnts conld hand Ireland over bodily to the
Clhuarels of Rome, but that they were bound to re-
cognize frecdom from State contral, which bai for
g0 long a petiod been a kind ol slavery. IHe disbe-
lieved that this bill wounld seal the fute of the
English Chinreh, and did not even think it an act
of gpolintion us distinguishing private from corpo-
rite property; but as to the wisdom of disendowing
a corporation which wns fltfilling daties of &
questionable character, it was right to state that
wiere the diséstablishment granted puartisl disen-
dowment must fullow,

O the monetary question he urged liberality nnd
generosity, and In conclusion advised the House
not to reject the bill. The majority of the House
of Commwons, ho said, demanded its passage, but a
minority of the House and the conntry commendid
ite conslderation in committee.

Lijshop Derry opposed the bill on the ground that
It fgnored the Queen's supremacy, snd would in the
end bring the country ander the dominlon of a
papsl legnte.
